First, an update regarding a subject from last 
month’s column, the breakup of the Netherland 
Antilles. ARRL Awards Committee issued on 
September 23'4, a notice that the two present 
entities (PJ2 and PJ7) will be removed from the 
current countries list effective at 0400Z on October 
10%, 2010. The notice did not address the issue of 
just which or how many new entities will be added 
to the list at that time. Reportedly, as many as four 
new ones will be added, but a final decision awaits 
the review of the administrative restructuring vs the 
DXCC entity definitions. The outcome of this 
process will come at a later date. But again, if you 
do not have the present countries confirmed, you 
might want to get that done before October 10. 


As a result, my recent visit to the Peoria Hamfest, | 
want to remind readers that you have two ARRL 
authorized DXCC Field Card Checkers available to 
you in the immediate area. Cliff, KOCA, as well as 
myself. Using a field checker can save you lots of 
worry in sending your DX QSL cards through the 
mail, as well as the expense. However, please be 
aware of the rules which must be followed 
regarding field checking. My recent experiences at 
Peoria are what prompted this reminder. | had 6 
individuals’ present cards for checking, but only one 
had prepared everything as required. The most 
common deficiencies were the lack of a pre- 
addressed, pre-stamped envelope in which the 
paperwork is to be mailed, not sorting, and listing 
the cards properly, as well as the lack of a 
completed application form. Last year, | even had 
one individual present 130 cards for checking 
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without any paperwork completed ahead of time. 
There was no way | could accept these for 
checking on site, nor was it possible to sit and help 
him complete the paperwork for that many cards. 
And remember, we can check all cards except 
those for deleted entities and 160M cards. Before 
preparing your application for the DXCC award, 
please review the rules, which are available on the 
ARRL web site. And further, you may not know 
this, but as DXCC Field Card Checkers, for your 
convenience, Cliff and | can now check cards for 
the ARRL WAS and VUCC awards. And further, | 
am a field checkpoint for the CQ Magazine WAZ 
award. 


And now for the latest DX news on upcoming 
operations: 


A7, QATAR. Jamal, JY5FX is QRV as A71/home 
call. Activity is mainly on 20, 17 and 15 meters 
using SSB. QSL direct to home call. 


A9, BAHRAIN. David, A92GE has been QRV on 
20 meters using CW between 0330 and 0430z. 
QSL to home call. 


FH, MAYOTTE. Lionel, FH8ND has been QRV on 
17 meters using SSB from 1600 to 1900z. QSL via 
F1OKV. 


SU, EGYPT. Gab, HA3JB is QRV as SU/homecall 
from Cairo until the end of November. Activity is on 
the HF bands using CW, RTTY, SSTV, PSK31 and 
some SSB. QSL direct to home call. 


5H, TANZANIA. Pat, W8FV, will be returning to 
Mwanza, and will be active as 5H9PD between 
October 2-30th. Activity will probably be on 40-10 
meters, depending on propagation, mostly CW with 
maybe some PSK31. There may be some 80 
meters. QSL via his home callsign. 


5V7, TOGO (Update). The Italian DXpedition to 
Togo takes place between October 10-23rd. The 
Bureau QSL manager will be GGBMY. Or QSL 
direct to I2YSB. An OQRS (Online QSL Request 
System) is also available to QSL direct without the 
need to send your card. Go to: http:// 
win.i2ysb.com/qsl_request/default.asp 


BX5, TAIWAN (AS-020). Jimmy, BX5AA, from 


Changhua City, Taiwan (WLOTA 0022), will be 
active during the CQWW DX SSB Contest (October 
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30-31st) as a Single-Op/All-Band/High-Power entry. 
QSL via BX5AA, direct (see QRZ.com). 


J2, DJIBOUTI. Freddy, F5IRO, who has been 
active as J28RO since July, is planning to be active 
in both the CQWW DX SSB Contest (October 
30-31st) and CQWW DX CW Contest (November 
27-28th). He is expected to stay here for about 
another 22 months. Normal activity will be on CW, 
SSB and the Digital modes. QSL Manager is 
F8DFP. QSL direct (w/SAE + valid IRC PLEASE 
NO MONEY AT ALL), or by the French REF-Union 
Bureau. The direct cards without the above 
mentioned will be answered by the Bureau. 


P4, ARUBA. John, W2GD, will be active as P40W 
from Santa Cruz, Aruba (SA-036, WLOTA 0033), 
during the CQWW DX SSB Contest (October 
30-31st). QSL via LoTW or N2MM. 


R1, ANTARCTICA. Mike, RW1Al (ex-UA1AFM), 
currently active as R1ANP from the Progress 
Antarctic station, is planning to activate the 
Chinese's Zhongshan Antarctic Base for the first 
time ever. Look for him to be active as R1ANP/A 
from Zhongshan station in October and November. 
He will be using 100 watts into vertical antenna. 


T7, SAN MARINO. T70A will be active in the 
CQWW DX SSB Contest using the contest station 
of the "Amateurs Radio Republic of San 

Marino" (ARRSM). QSL T70A via A.R.R.S.M. 
Radio Club, PO.BOX 77, 47890 Rep. San Marino, 
SAN MARINO. 


XW1, LAOS. Bruce, XW1B, from Vientiane, will be 
active during the CQWW DX SSB Contest (October 
30-31st) QSL via E21EIC, direct or by the Bureau. 


C9, Mozambique. David GI4FUM (C91DJ), Gilli 
GI8MIV (C91MV), Tony G4LDL (C91DL), Glynys 
G8KWD (C91KW), Dave ZS6AVM (C91AV), Toni 
ZS6GF (C91GF) and Daniel ZS6JR (C91JR) will 
be active from Bilene, Mozambique between 15 
and 31 October. For the Jamboree On the Air 
(16-17 October) they will operate as C91MS 
(Mozambique Scouts), while during the CW WW 
DX SSB Contest they will operate as C91WW. 
Between these two events they will operate under 
their individual callsigns. Most activity will be SSB, 
although they may be able to do some CW, PSK31 
and RTTY. The QSL manager for the expedition is 
GI4FUM.

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ZD9, Faulkland Islands. John, ZS1LF expects to 
start activity as ZD9GI sometime in mid-October.
